ANTIQUITY OF CIVILIZATION. 


Kvidenrcs of Organized State* in I'rebla- 


torio Tiiivs. 


We cannot but be struck with the 


immense antiquity of civilization in 
western Asia, whence, as a center, 
trade, art and literature spread westr 
ward to the Greeks and Italians, an<! 
eastward to India and China.

monuments show us that at least aa 
early us '.J500 JJ. C. distinct, civilizations 
existed in Chaldea, in fiyria and in 
Kgypt.

It was 
in the reign of Queen lili/^ibcth that 
the fear of a Spanish invasion drew at* 
tention to the dangerous condition of 
the streets at night. 
The darkness 


might hide foul conspirators; conse- 
quently an order in council commanded 
every householder to do hia part in tho 
lightin£ of the city on pain of death by 
the common hangman. 
Tills order 


seems to have excited some atlcntion, 
for at the present day there are to be 
•een in the museum underneath the 
Guildhall library several of the candle- 
sticks said to have been used at thU 
period for street illumination. The 
candlestick consists of a rude bar of 
iron, haring at its back a rack and a 
catch by which the socket holding the 
candle can be raised or towered. — The 
Builder.
